T he Public School Committee, in sur­ 
rendering their trust, beg leave respectful­ 


ly to report 
That there are fifteen schools, under the 
instruction of five male,, and twelve female 
teachers, with an average registry of nine 
hundred and sixty-seven scholars, 
One of 
these schools is for colored children, ex­ 
clusively. and has forty pupils. 
T h e Committee nre happy to he able to 
state, that the condition of nil the schools 
is as good as at the time of the Inst report ; 
in most of them, there is n decided im­ 
provement. not only tit the punctual attend­ 
ance of the children, hut also in the disci­ 
pline aud progress in study in the irlutols. 
'The amount studied was deemed of less 
importance than thoroughness of instruc­ 
tion, ami in thi* particular, it is t»clicvrd, 
that our schools nre surpassed by few, if 
any, in the S t a l e ; especially is this true of 
those o f the higher grades. 
'The test into- 
ny, on this point, of our own citizens, nm) 
of others from abroad, known and honored 
for their intelligence and learning, vt Im 
were present at the public examination last 
autumn, was very gratifying to your Com­ 
mittee. 
For four months of the autumn and w in­ 
ter, a night sc h o o l was kept for young 
men. whose avocations prevented their at­ 
tendance on the day sc h o o l* ; ami it is be­ 
lieved, that the expenditure oft labor mid 
money was fully justified bv the result. 
'The pressure of applications for admis­ 
sion to the sclntols has, during the past 
year, been unprecedented ; and’ttlnle nine 
hundred mid sixty childicn have 
been 
crowded into rooms furnished tor eight 
hundred and sixty, there have been many, 
very many, unavoidably excluded. 
'The 
necessity for this will he very apparent, 
when it is staled, that according to the re­ 
turns of the late census, there nre, 
i i i the 
town, two thousand one hundred and two 
(2102 ) children, who are, lay the laws en­ 
titled to the privileges of the public schools. 
The Committee hiveYaceu embarrassed 
with a class of boys, whose age and size 
rendered them unfit to he ii i the primary 
schools, (which nre all taught by female*,) 
and whose scholarship was insufficient for 
the more advanced school* under the mas- 
•ers ; while, at the same time, their con­ 
tinuance in the schools would, necessari­ 
ly, he lint short lo complete the course 
preparative lo advancement. 
As a reme­ 
dy, it was thought hest, lifter much delib­ 
eration, to establish a separate school for 
such boys, tinder the care of a master, bv 
tv horn they will he taught writing mid writ­ 
ten arithmetic, mid such other branches, 
as will he mdi«peiixahly necessary, imme­ 
diately .hey engage in the active duties ol 
life. 
T h e evidence of the need of such a 
school is found i i i the fact, that i i was filled 
oil the first day of the term, mid that too, 
without relieving the jaressure on the pri­ 
mary schools. 
Appended hereto, is the report of the 
Treasurer of the Committee, bv which it 
w ill he seen, that the amount received from 
all sources of revenue ha* been six thou­ 
sand four hundred and eighty-three dollars 
and twelve cents, ($6483,12) and the gro** 
expenditure has been six thousand one 
hundred and fifty dollars 
ami fourteen 
cents, ($6159,14) leaving a balance to the 
credit of the sclunils of three hundred and 
thirty-two dollars aud nmety-ciglit cent*, 
($332.9$). 
From tin* report it will he 
observed, that of the amount expended, 
five hundred and twenty-nut dollars and 
eighty-six cents, ($521,66) have been for 
repairs. 
It will he remembered, that at the last 
animal town meeting, five hundred dollar* 
were voted for the establn hnient arui cur­ 
rent expenses of additional primary school*. 
for the ii*o of which, the Committee were 
directed lo procure naomi* on lease. 
The 
diligent mid untiring efforts of your Com­ 
mittee, to carry out the direction of the 
town on this behalf, proved unsuccessful 
The only alternative, seems 9 a he, for tin 
town to build or purchase.

appropriated for this object remains i i i your 
treasury. 
T h e Committee would suggest, 
with becoming deference, that the Commit­ 
tee appointed tor the coming year, he au­ 
thorized to purchase a Int, and proceed to 
erect a school house for the town, and that 
the sum of 
- dollars he appropriated, 
•initially, to extinguish the debt, w hich w ill 
thus he created, and that the five hundred 
dollars, here referred lo, he the first aja- 
propriation.
